TOWN'B WATIIK BUI'I'LY. 


As the result of a discussion over 


the purification of the County Beat's 
water supply by the cleaning of the 
reservoir and the flushing 
of the 


"dead-end" of the vater mains, Town 
Council was drawn into a discussion 
of the demands for a reconstruction of 
the costly reservoir into which the 
borough's supply of spring and arte- 
sian well water Is pumped. For years 
there has been complaint that occu- 
pants of the highest part of the town— 
East Court street— h:ive been unable at 
dome times of the duv to get a supply 
of water for the second stories of their 
residences. 


Council has usually "ducked" when 


the issue was forced straight at them, 
but they ha\e now rome to the deci- 
sion that something must be done. 
Whether it will be a reinforced con- 
crete standplpe in the centre of the re- 
servoir or the raising of the water level 
by building the walls higher is a mat- 
ter of conjecture at this time, but it 
Is likely that something will be done 
which will effectively meet the defic- 
iency. Five thousand dollars can be 
raised by the issuance of bonds before 
the debt limit will lie reached, but it 
is hoped that the ixpcnse will not 
nearly reach that sum. 


Council realises that, besides accom- 


modating the few residents who are 
inconvenienced at this time, the rem- 
edying of the trouble will attract, 
cause more building in that part of the 
town and thereby Increase the taxes, 
as well as increase the water pressure 
for fire pui-ose, which is especially 
desirable ai limes when the direct 
pumping system is not gotten under 
wax very quickly. 


More than a dozen other questions 


were considered by Council, one of 
which was the opening of several 
streets. The Hoard also fixed the tax 
rate at 6 mills, and re-appointed Dr. 
John A. Fell as a member of the 
Board of Health. 


MOUNTAIN IIKRMIT. 


Sunday was the day for the great an- 


nual pilgrimage of iirbutus hunters to 
II ucklngham mountain In search for 
Ihc hardy, fragrant and much-priced 
flower, and the instance brings to 
mind the story of the hermit, who, 
half a century ago, was found Inhab- 
iting n cave in the vicinity of the 
Wolf Rocks near where much of the 
arbutus is found. 


The discovery of the hermit was 


brought about through a negro becom- 
ing frightened by strange sounds 
which came from tin- very bowels of 
the rocks, on the side of the mountain 
and the farmers who went to investi- 
gate found there an nged, long-haired 
and filthy looking man, whom they 
recognized as Albert barge, an eccen- 
tric individual, who frequently disap- 
peared. for several years.

the large cave was gained through a 
tunnel in the rocks only large enough 
to admit a man who crawled on bis 
hands and knees. Those who went in 
found that this place had been board- 
ed up Into a very comfortable abode 
by the hermit, but he was forced to 
abandon his home bi cause of the an- 
noying host of curious people who 
came to the scene.

PAPER MAKING IN KOREA. 


Hermit 
Kingdom 
Supplies Best to 


China and Japan. 


It is not generally known that the 


best kinds of paper met with in China 
and Japan are the product of Korea. 
It Is claimed by many that tbe Korean 
paper excels tlie -cry best that Is made 
in China and Japan. It is produced 
entirely by manual labor and without 
the use of any machinery. Tbe raw 
material used for the better kiuds la, 
obtained from the bark of the Prous- 
sonetla papyrlfera, which is collected 
in the spring and beaten in water con- 
taining n large admixture of wood 
ashes until reduced to a thick pulp. 


This is taken in large Indies and 


spread upon frames of bamboo so as 
to form thin sheets. Another kind of 
paper is made from old scraps trodden 
into pulp, much in the same way that 
grape Juice is extracted in some coun- 
tries, and, though this mode of pulp- 
ing is slow, it has the advantage of not 
breaking the fiber so much as when 
machinery is used. 


After the pulp has been made into 


paper the sheets are piled up to a 
height of six feet and then cut Into 
pieces, to be again subjected to the 
stamping with the feet. At the same 
time the roots and seeds of a plaat 
called tackponl are added, the soluble 
parts of which are supposed to give 
tenacity and toughness to the paper — 
Exchange.

JUDGE LINDSEY ON WOMAN 


SUFFRAGE. 


10. A good deal of comment has 


been stirred up by the statement made 
by Judge Lindsey of the Denver Juve- 
nile Court, in his recent Chautauoua 
address, that political affairs in Colo- 
rado are very corrupt and growins 
more so. Some people claim that this 
is due to eijusil suffrage, but Judge 
Lindsey himself does not thuik so. 
On the contrary, he writes: "While 
many bad men have been elected in 
spite of woman suffrage, they have 
not been elected because of woman suf- 
irage. 
If the women alone had a 


vote, it would result an a class of men 
in public office whose character for 
morality, honesty and courage would 
be of a much higher order. Ninety- 
nine per cent, of our election frauds 
were committed by men, without nnv 
assistance, direct/ or indirect? from 
women.
